These model school houses are 
fecumulated ideas of Coffee Coun- 
ty educational officials. The coun- 
ty’s educational unit is peculiar 
in itself. It is composed of A, C, 
Dunaway, Superintendent of Hdu- 
cation; W. L. McArthur, Superin- 
tendent of Resettlement; a group 
of vocational teachers, represent- 
ing the State Education Depart- 
ment; Hugh D, Sexton and Mamie 
B. Mathews, Extension Service 
Agents; Dr, W. A. Dodson, Health 
Officer, all of whom work in uni- 
son for the education of the peo- 
ple along lines of practical living. 

The study of school records over 
a period of ten years show an 
alarming decrease of students af- 
ter the completion of the elemen- 
tary grades. These boys and girls 
did not go on to high school. Per- 
haps that accounted for the coun- 
ty's low educational, financial and 
health rating. Men were trying 
to be farmers and women to be 
homemakers with no training for 
these tasks. 

Dr. Fred Wales, of Washington, 
met with the county officers some 
weeks ago and a plan was formed 
to take care of this large group 
of students who “drop out” after 
the seventh grade, The plan would 
extend their training in vocational 
subjects. 

The Federal Farm Security Ad- 
ministration will build the school 
houses. There will be two of 
brick veneer, one at Goodman and 
one at Zion Chapel, and a third 
frame building will be at New 
Hope.

have the advantage of electricity, 
However, I would like to remind 
you that it is necessary for most 
of us to work for or fight for 
what we get. UM you think you 
can sit idly by on the stool of 
do-nothing and that electricity 
will come to your door, you 


might be disappointed, It is true} 


that a few folks have been lucky 
by receiving an electric line with-

out an effort on their part, but 
the great bulk of us cannot hope 
to have such luck, If we are to 
have electricity we must ask for 
it and fight for it if it becomes 
necessary, I do not mean to take 
your gun and fight, but to go out 
ufter it and do all the necessary 
things in order to get it, You 
ond your neighbors need electri- 
city just as all other families need 
it, Lines cannot be built to every 
home at once and it is doubtful 
if they will ever be built to all 
our homes, but they are coming 
to many homes and those who 
ask for it and work for it will 
have the best chance of getting it, 
Please permit me to suggest that 
your community form an organi- 
zation and appoint a committee 
of the best men you have to work 
on this job. Send them to see 
your county agent and he will di- 
rect them to the next man, Or- 
ganize your community and see 
to it that every citizen signs up 
for the current. If this is done 
you should be able ot, get a line 
within a few months. Tf you sit 
idly by the government will never 
know that you really want elec- 
tricity. If we can persuade Con- 
gress that we want the current 
they will make plans for us to 
have it. If we sit idly by and say 
nothing they cannot know that we 
want it and they will not make 
an effort for us to have it. Even 
if you know that you cannot se- 
cure an electric line it might pay 
you to organize and ask for it as 
a record will be made of your re- 
aquest and the day will come when 
they will make another effort to 
give you what you need. This is 
a very important matter and I 
wish to urge you as strongly as 
I know how to get busy at the 
job. You owe it to your neigh- 
bors and friends to help all you 
can. If we do not ask, how can 
we expect to receive? If we do 
not knock, we cannot expect the 
door to be opened to us. So knock 
with all your might and ask with 
all your strength for electricity, 
as it will do more for you and 
your family than will any one 
other thing you might wish for. 
Will you do it, and do it now?

SWEET POTATOES—I wonder 
if I could say too much about 
the importance of growing an 
abundance of sweet potatoes? I 
have said quite a lot on the sub- 
ject but most of us seem to go 
right on without growing enough 
sweet potatoes for our own use. 
I notice that sweet potatoes are 
selling for 5c¢ per pound in the 
cities and I also notice that none 
of my farmer friends have pota- 
toes for sale. It was the same 
way last spring and I'm guessing 
that it will be the same way next 
spring. Anybody and everybody 
can grow sweet potatoes and you 
can even grow them without the 
use of a mule if you try hard 
enough. We can grow them and 
save them if we will only study 
the subject and do our part. It 
is not very difficult to keep sweet 
potatoes for the man who tries 
to inform himself and then fol- 
low the tried plans, Every family 
in this State should produce as 
many sweet potatoes as they need 
during the year and then produce 


that you bed your land out in 
deep water furrows and that you 
put out the cane pummies first, 
Then put on your cow lot fertilizer 
and after that put on a mixture 
of phosphate and potash, Use two 
sacks of phosphate with a half 
of @ sack of potash and put this; 


down at the vate of from 400 to 
600 pounds to the acre, If you 
plant your potato slips in May 
they should be 12 inches apart, 
In June they should have more 
distance and T would suggest that 
you place them about 18 inches 
apart. Your last planting might 
be even wider if you do not use 
too much fertilizer, If you fer- 
tilize highly and do not have your 
hill close together your potatoes 
will be too large for table use 
The most valuable potato is the: 
one that is about the right size 
to bake . Do not try to grow large 
potatoes as they are not of value 
on the market, If you are grow- 
ing them for yovr livestock you 
can grow them just as large as 
you like, as your cows, mules and 
hogs do not object to the large 
ones, I have always longed to 
see one farmer who grew too 
many sweet potatoes. I would 
like to come to see you and if 
you will grow too many sweet, 
potatoes I shall gladly pay you a 
visit and I would like to bring 
Sallie and the children along with 
me as Sallie is also anxious to 
see such a farmer, 
* * * * * 

COLLARDS—How many farm- 
ers in your community are grow- 
ing all the collards they need? 
I have wondered why you do not 
grow more of them but no one has 
ever been able to explain to me 
just why they do not grow them. 
It’s very easy to get the plants and 
anybody can grow them. A dime's 
|worth of seed will grow more 
plants than you can use but for 
some unknown reason we go on 
and on without a satisfactory sup- 
ply of collards. While your sweet 
potatoes are calling for phosphate 
and potash your collards only ask 
for Ammonia, Cow lot fertilizer, 
wasted peanut hay, peanut leaves 
or any other fertilizer which con- 
tains ammonia will fill the bill. It 
has been tried in this section and 


found that rotten peanut hay will 
grow better collards than will any 
other known fertilizer. The waste 
from your mule barn will care 
for your collard patch. You need 
them to eat and your livestock will 
need the leaves this winter. Your 
neighbor will buy them and your 
grocer will beg you for them if 
I can only persuade you to grow 
them, Will you do it?

COFFEE FREE OF HRART 
DISEASE DEATHS IN MARCH 


MONTGOMERY, A 1a, — Coffea 
County was one of only three Ala- 
bama counties reporting no deaths 
from heart diseases during March, 
according to the monthly bulletin 
of the Bureau of Vital Statistics 
of the State Department of Health, 
This disease, which ranks far 
ahead of all others as a cause of 
death, killed 446 persons in the 
State during that month, 

Other leading causes of death, 
with the number of deaths attri- 
buted to each during March in the 
State as a whole, were as follows: 

Influenza, 114; tuberculsas, 135; 
eancer, 144; cerebral hemorrhage, 
218; pneumonia (all forms), 280;

luck with his patch or with keep- 
ing them. Please permit me to 


suggest that you put out every 


available potato plant from now 
until the 1st of July, You cannot 
put out too many and the chances 
are that you will not put out half 
enough. After the 1st of July you 
might, put out vines but I would 
not suggest that you put out vines 
after the 15th of July. It is pos- 
sible for you to put out vines by 
the first of June if you will push 
your early plants. As I have told 
you many times before, you should 
cut your potato slips from your 
bed, and not pull them off. You 
should keep this up until the first 
ov July and of course you must 
water your bed every day unless 
you have a good rain. I would 
also suggest that you use a little 
soda around your first potato 
slips. Bar them off and side them 
up just as soon as you can and 
then put a pinch of soda by each 
hill. This will cause the vines to 
grow off rapidly and you can soon 
be putting out vines. Do not put 
very much soda around your po- 


you do. If you put soda to them 
early and then cut off the vines 
until the strength of the soda has 
been used up you can and will 
make about as good potatoes on 
{hose rows as you will make on 
the others, The one point I'm 
trying to make at this time is the 
importance of putting out a large 
patch of potatoes and putting them 
out as early as is possible. I have 


planted late potatoes a number of 
times but I cannot say that I ever 
made as good potatoes on my late 
patch as I did on my early patch. 
A late patch of potatoes on good 
soil, well fertilized and well work- 


tatoes as they will not produce if|™
